Numbers of people are, at present, all excite: 

ment over the race for the America Cup, 
which has remained pin America for 48 years, 
rand, according to tefl@granys lately received, it 
appears as if our “ Gousins ” will retain, it for 
another year. Intiinsically the Cup is not 
worth the trouble of crossing the Atlaritic for; 
artistically its value is considerably less, but 
historically its price cannot be. estimated, 
According to news from hame, the Shamrock 
is the sturdiest challenger that has ever crossed 
trophy.“ 

Many people have the history of the Cup at 

their finger tips, so to speak, and can rattle off 
the names of the yachts which have competed 
and the dates without hesitation, but there are 
some who know very litte about them and 
lcould nat even name the competing boats 
of fast year, so for the benefit of the latter 
T will give an account of events from the 
beginning, which, I am .aure, will be read 
with interest by the readers of the //onphong 
Telegraph, . ey 

It was in i8st that the Cup first came into 
existence, and not many years later the New 
York Yacht Club became a fact. 

Commodore Stevens was the first to build a 
yacht to sail in British waters to ty and take, 
as the Commodore put it, the conceit out ot 
the Uritishers. He, did it, too, and surprisingly 
-easily. The boat, which he called America, 
was something the style of-a pilot boat schoon- 
er built; was of. 170 tons, and she made the 
passage from New York to Cowes in 21 days, 
__ The first yacht the America took on (not an 
arranged race). was the Lavevock,"a boat that’ 
had come out to meet the American to show 
her the way into the harbour, To sce how his 
bowt would hold her own against the Britisher, 
the Commodore starte(l to race her in, and, 
although his boat was sea-rigged and carried 
‘extra gear and provisions, the, Aunerice beat 
the Lawreck, notwithstanding that the latter 
had a couple of hundred yards starts, 

Now the Commodore made a mistake in beat 
ing the Laveroct, for he could find no one to 
take sp his challenge. However, the Queen’s 
Cup race, in the Royal Yacht Club's regatta, was 
made an open event that the America might 
compete. She did, and won the Cup, beating 
the furova by 18 minutes. ‘ ‘ 

English yachtsmen were ‘surprised Jat the. 
victory, but were more surprised atthe boat's

In the black eyes with indistinct 
pupils there is no point in the look, but one 
broad, general, single eloquence, one thing at 
a time, with a dramatic ‘childishness that is all 
sovithem.: But. one beauty, too, is southern, 
and only found in its perfection among out-of- 
door people living in the sun—the blue whites 
that nat the clearest eyes in England show— 
not even the eyes of Cornish fishermen or of 
those sons of the north who mend‘thelr nets on 
the coast of Bamborough and Holy Isle. Nor 
have I ever seen blue whites with blue eyes, 

These are signs of race -which everyone 

-knows:by heart—colours which. race:lays up in 
the families of man, and redaybles in his 
children as though brown were aid upon 
brown and dark upon dark with a velvet pencil ; 
or which race, again, shatters into a thousand 
degrees, and scatters in gradations across a 
continent, as in the brown hair of nations. 
How many. Browns, and how beautiful! the 
cool and the warm, with all the tones of each. 

For these waves of one familiar colour all 
men have cycs. It is the rely of construc- 
tion that they have hardly learned to know. the 
race by. Shoulders, and their carriage, for 
instance, have had many a locat aad The 
East, which does not change, has kept the rules 
of proportion sung by the poets; but Europe’ 
has broken more than once with ils traditions ; 
and once was when the Greco-Roman mended 
the Greek, and left the paltry Venus de’ 
Medici to make laws for half the civilized world 
until she had perided all the feminine shoul- 
ders painted by Sir Joshua and Gainsborough 
to be small and narfow. Then there was 
a stanza in “ Childe Harold,” and a poet saying 

far more than he co’ dito, There.is 
one thing that gets no mercy at the hands of 
time, and this is the poetic fury ae parti pris, 
Benignly ‘are other follies eased of their flag-, 
rancy by a century and less; they are no 
longer conspicuous, and, albeit keeping their 
place in the page and read afresh by eve 
new reader, they: are easily excused by their 
date, by their authors good faith, or 
what not. At any rate, they can be heglected 

‘or forgotten, as soon as read, in companies,’ 
And the premeditated exaggerations, such as 
this in “Childe Harold” on tho statue of the 
Uffizi, do but seem ta sound-louder as the 
book grows old,-and to stand more exposed. 
Reading the phrase of that discredited zeal, we 
might fancy thatthe Hnes—and especially the 
rhymes—must feel the discomfort of their awn 
loudness and of their cold vidlence in a world 
grown indifferent, So does a man feel when 
mistaking the hour he runs needlessly, red and 
breathless, for a train, and sees the porters 
lounging as the look at him ; or he has the 
weakness to feel thus forlorn, «having done 
nothing but what was accidentally absurd. 

Doubtless to the Elgin marbles is due the 
correction of the taste for which Byron—making 
believe to. defy certain pedants “that gull 
Folly," but quite sure of his public none the 
less—wrote his stanzas, Especially have that 
headless group of Fates sat as tribunal during 
‘B-great space “of the present century, judging 
many things of naturoand art, by their mere pre- 
sence and session, And when the race has tended. 
to become mannered. in its sense of human 
beauty, their blind rebuke has been there, 

Against all rule, howbolt, there has been such 
a charm in fugitive beautles—local or modish— 
as only Byron's pedant could peopel deny,. 
especially when they were of the Invention of 
the oighteenth century. When the palnter 
Cosway was aptto boast of the “ fall in hia back,” 
who would withhold applause from the back, 
from the cont? “A long coat, cht according to 
the line of the “fall” so much prized for its 
“gentility "it is not indeed a thing to inspire 
astanzy of “Childe Harold; the gazer not 
only r&mains well master of his emotions, but 
does rtt otherwise profess himself.“ Dazzled 
and drunk with beauty, till the heart reels with 
its fulness” }s not precisely the word ; but a fall
